RULES AND REGULATIONS GOVERNING FREIGHT TRAFFIC COVERED BY SAUDI GOVERN- 





Effective November 1, 1951 


This circular is issued in conformity with freight ratings, rules and 
regulations published by the Consolidated Freight Classification 
Committee of the United States of america under authorities of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and State Public Service Commissions 
and the Board of Transport Commissioners of Camada applicable to 
interstaté and intrastate freight traffic of common carriers by rail- 
road, motor trucking and freight forwarding companies, parties thereto, 
by virtue of powers of attorney on file with respective governmental 
public service regulatory bodies in the United States of America and 
Canada, 


Rule 2 
DESCRIPTIONS SHOULD CONFORL TO CLASSIFICATION DESCRIPTIONS 


SECTION 1. Descriptions of articles in shipping orders and bills 
of lading should conform te Tariff classification descriptions. 
When different ratings are provided for an article according to 
type of packing or package, the shipping conditions should be 
shown. Shipping orders and bills of lading for less carload 
(L.C.L.) shipments must specify number of articles, packages or 
pieces. 


SECTION 2. The Railroad reserves the right to inspect shipments 
where necessary to determine correct ratings. When found to be 
incorrectly described, freight charges must be collected accord- 
ing to proper description. 


Rule ) 
FREIGHT LIABLE TO DAMAGE OTHER FREIGHT OR EQUIPUERINT 


SECTION 1. The Railroad is not obligated to receive freight 
Tiable to impregnate or otherwise damage Railroad equipment or 
other freight. Such freight may be accepted and receipted for, 
"Subject to delay for suitable equipment," or may, for lack of 
suitadle equipment, be refused. 
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Rule 9 
PREPAYMENT OR GUARANTEE OF CHARGES 
SECTION 1, All charges must be prepaid or guaranteed on any 


shipment which in judgment of the agent at point of origin, or 
diversion point, would not at forced sale realize total amount 


of freight charges due at destination, 





SECTION 2. Freight on which prepayment is required may, on 
approval of the Railroad Accounting Department, be forwarded 
on the guarantee of shipper that all charges will be paid at 
destination. Full explanation to be made on waybills, 


Rule 1h 


DEFINITION OF CARLOAD FREIGHT 


SECTION 1. Carload rates apply when a carload of freight is 
Shipped from one station, in one car by one shipper for delivery 
to one consignee at one destimtion and is loaded by shipper and 
unloaded by consignee. 


SECTION 2. Carload rates also apply on carload shipments, which 
Under Tariff rules, are loaded or unloaded by the Kailroad. 


SECTION 3. ‘dhen freight is loaded in a car by shipper and such 
car is not fully loaded but is tendered as a carload shipment, 
and car is forwarded without other freight in it, the shipment 
will be charged for as a carload, 


Rule 15 
LESS CARLOAD SHIPMENTS SUBJECT TO CARLOAD CHARGES 


SECTION 1. Except as otherwise provided, the charge for a 
[.C.. shipment must not exceed the charge for a carload of the 
same type of freight at C.L. rate. 


SECTION 2, The charge for a car fully loaded must not exceed 
the charge for the same lot of freight if taken as a L.C.L. 
shipment, 


SECTION 3, If a shipment tendered as L.C.L. freight and loaded 
by the Railroad or transported and unloaded by the Railroad is 
found to be subject to the C.L. rate, a charge of one Saudi Riyal 
(SR 1,00) per 100 kilograms will be made for such loading and a 
like charge for unloading, such charges based upon weight of the 
goods. 
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Rule 16 
DEFINITION OF LESS CARLOAD FREIGHT 


SECTION 1, A single shipment of less carload freight is a lot 


received from one shipper, on one shipping order or bill of 
lading, at one station, at one time, for one destination, 


SECTION 2, The term "L.C.L.," meaning, "less carload," covers 
quantities of lesser weight upon which rates produce L.C,L. 
freight charges lower than carload charges when shipments are 
tendered to the Railroad as L.C.L. shipments, 


Rule 27 
LOADING AND UNLOADING 


SECTION 1. Owners are required to load into or on cars freight 
for forwarding by the Railroad, and unload from cars freight 
received from the Railroad, carried at carload ratings. 


SECTION 2. Owners are required to load into or on cars heavy 
or bulky freight for forwarding by the Railroad, and to unload 
from cars heavy or bulky freight received from the Railroad, 
carried at L.C,l. ratings, which cannot be handled by regular 
station employees or at stations where the Railroad's loading 
or unloading facilities are not sufficient for handling. 


SECTION 3, Shippers must observe the Railroad's rules* regu- 
Tating safe loading of freight and protection of Railroad 
equipment. Freight in closed cars must be so loaded as to 
prevent any contact with car doors during transit, and weight 
of lading must be approximately the same on each side of car. 


* Rules governing loading of carload ship- 
ments in closed cars, on open top cars 
and L.C.L. freight, published by the 
Association of American Railroads, are 
on file at all Railroad agency stations 
and in the Railroad Operating Department. 


SECTION }, ‘hen articles are loaded on open cars, small 
detachable parts must be removed and placed in barrels or boxes 
or secured with the article. Barrels and boxes must be encircled 
at ends with iron straps and securely attached to the article 

or to floor of car, Such barrels or boxes must be specified on 
shipping orders and bills of lading, Fragile parts not detached 
must be protected, 
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Rule 29 
SHIPMENTS REQUIRING TWO OR MORE OPEN CARS 


SECTION 1. When a carload shipment requires, on account of 
Tength, two or more open cars, oneehalf of the Tariff carload 
rate will apply to the trailer car or cars. 


SECTION 2, No series shall consist of more than two cars, If 
more than two cars are used, the additional car or cars shall 
be considered as 4 new series. 


SECTION 3. “hen a L.C.L. shipment or a shipment of an article 
not Subject to a C.L. charge requires, on account of length, 
more than one car, actual weight shall be charged for the 
shipment at Tariff ratings or rates but not less than 3,00 
kilograms at the first class rate for each car used. 


Rule 30 
DUNNAGE 


SECTION 1. Temporary blocking, flooring or lining, racks, 
Standards, strips, stakes or similar bracing, supports, bulk- 
heads, partitions, temporary doors or door protection, referred 
to as dumage not constituting a part of car, when required to 
protect and make C.L. freight secure for shipment, must be 
furnished and installed by shipper and at his expense. 


Rule 31 


FREIGHT REQUIRING REFRIGERATION 


SECTION 1, Carload and L.C.L. ratings and rates published on 
pages 23 to hOB, inclusive, of Tariff No. 2, do not include the 
expense of refrigeration, 


SECTION 2, Charges for refrigeration, when furnished by the 
Rafiroad, will be subject to refrigerator rates published in 
Items Nos, 5 and SA of Railroad Tariff No. 2, 


SECTION 3, Refrigerator rates apply to straight or mixed 
Shipments. 
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Rule 32 
REFRIGERATOR CAR DETENTION 


SECTION 1. Refrigerator cars precooled before loading must be 
Toaded by the shipper within 2h hours after being placed for 
loading; otherwise, a detention charge of SR 0.00 per car per 
day or fraction thereof will be made. Detention time will 
commence from the first 7:00 A,l!, after car placement. Deten- 
tion time will terminate when notification of car release is 
given to the Railroad agent by the shipper. 


Rule 35 


TANK CAR FREIGHT, NO OBLIGATION TO FURNISH OR 10 CLEAN TANK CARS 


SECTION 1. If a tank car is not completely unloaded at desti- 
nation and the remainder of the lading is returned in the same 
car or tanks to a plant of original shipper, the quantity thereof 
must be declared by the receiver and will be charged for at the 
carload rate applicable for movement in tank cars, except that 
if the substance returned does not exceed 5% of the original 
load, or if no commercial consideration is given to the substance 
remaining in the tank, the quantity need not be declared and no 
charge shall be made for it. 


RULES GOVERNING LIVESTOCK SHIFMENTS 


Rule 36 


EQUIPMENT 


SECTION 1, Livestock will be shipped in standard railroad box 
cars with side door or doors open sufficiently to provide 
adequate ventilation, 


SECTION 2, Cars must be provided with strong doorway fencing, 


SECTION 3, Doorway fencing, partitioning and tying of animals, 
as required in Rule 1, must be done by and at the expense of 
the shipoer, without damage to the car and subject to the 
approval of the Railroad agent, 





SECTION ). When the service is performed by the Railroad, a 
charge Will be made therefor on the basis of actual cost of 
material and labor. Such charges to be paid at point of origin 
or entered on waybill as advances for collection at destimtion, 
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Rule 37 


ORDERS FOR CARS 


SECTION 1, Orders for cars must be placed in writing with the 
Railroad agent a reasonable time in advance, stating the 
number, destination and date wanted. 


SECTION 2, In accepting orders for livestock loading, carriers 
do not guarantee to furnish cars at a time and date specified 
in the order of the shipper. 


Rule 38 


LOADING AND UNLOADING 


SECTION 1. Livestock will be loaded by shippers and unloaded by 
the consignees. 


SECTION 2, Where there are no Railroad facilities available, 
either permanent, temporary or portable, for the handling of 
C.L. or 1.C.L. shipments of livestock, rates apply only where 
shippers or consignees furnish the necessary appliances for 
loading and unloading, such appliances to be provided by shippers 
or consignees at their own expense and risk. 


SECTION 3, To avoid tight carloading of livestock, station 
agents will observe a maximum quantity of animals to constitute 
a carload shipment and will not permit loading of animals in 
excess of quantities stated per car.

Rule 39 


BEDDING CHARGES 


SECTION 1, The floors of cars into which livestock is to be 
Toaded must be bedded with not less than three centimeters of 
sand, straw or other suitable material, 


SECTION 2, “hen livestock is transferred enroute for Railroad 
convenience, bedding will be furnished by the Railroad, 


SECTION 3. Charges for bedding, when not paid by shipper, must 
be entered on waybill as "Bedding Advances." 
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Rule 0 
CHARGES ON FEED IN CARS WITH LIVESTOCK 


SECTION 1, Except as otherwise provided, feed placed in cars 

by shippers for the purpose of feeding livestock, while in transit, 
will be transported without charge. Any excess feed removed from 
car or cars or remaining in the possession of consignee for his 
use after arrival at destination, in excess of 50 kilograms per 
car, will be charged for at the L.C.L. column "D" rate published 
in table "BY, pages 47 to 7G, inclusive, of Saudi Government 
Railroad Tariff No, 2, from point of origin to destination and 
charges collected by agent at destination. Necessary water and 
feed will be furnished by and at the expense of the shipper. 


Rule 1 


DEFINITION OF ORDINARY LIVESTOCK 


SECTION 1. Ordinary livestock consists of camels, cattle, calves, 
Sheep, goats, horses, burros and arses. 


SECTION 2, Mixed livestock shipments will be accepted for ship-= 
ment subject to the following conditions. 


Camels will be considered as a separate species, 

Cattle and calves will be considered as separate species. 

Sheep and goats will be considered as separate species. 

Horses, burros and asses will be considered as separate species, 


SECTION 3. Other kinds of livestock may be handled in mixed 
carloads if separated by strong partitions, 


SECTION j, Bulls, stallions or jacks will not be accepted for 
shipment in mixed carloads with other livestock, unless each 
bull, stallion or jack is separated by strong partition from all 
other animals in the car, in addition to the separation by 
partitions, such animals must also be securely tied, 
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Rule 42 
STANDARD OR BASIC VALUES 
Table No. 1 
SECTION 1, Each Camel SR 00.00 Each Stallion SR 500.00 
Each Bull 400,00 Each Horse 400,00 
Each Cow 400,00 Each Mare 300,00 
Each Calf 40.00 Each Colt 100,00 
Each Sheep 50.00 Each Jack 75.00 
Each Goat 50.00 Each Burro/Ass 75.00 


SECTION 2, The Railroad has no means of determining values of 

vestock, when offered for shipment, does not accept "Live- 
stock chiefly valuable for breeding, show purposes or other 
special uses," unless the shipper or his agent states in the bill 
of lading the valuation of each animal at time and place of 
shipment. 


SECTION 3, Vhen values of livestock, chiefly valuable for breed- 
Ing, show purposes or other special uses, as stated by the shipper 
or his agent in the bill of lading, exceed the valuations specified 
in the foregoing Table No. 1, an additional ten (10) per cent of 
the applicable freight rate on ordinary livestock will be charged 
for each SR 500,00 valuation or fraction thereof in excess of 

said standard or basic value per head. 


SECTION h, Increased freight charges of ten (10) per cent appli- 
cable to higher declared values in the bill of lading will apply 
proportionately to the number of animals upon which higher 
declared values bear to the total number of animals shipped in 
each car. 


Rule 143 
BILLING OF LIVESTOCK SHIPMENTS 
SECTION 1, Station agents will clause all bills of lading and 


waybills covering livestock shipments, "Subject to Freight 
Traffic Circular No, 1," 
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Rule bb 
RATES ON ORDINARY LIVESTOCK 


SECTION 1, Column "A" rates contained in table B of Saudi 
Government Railroad Tariff No. 2, pages 47 to 7G, inclusive, 
will apply to C.L. and L.C.L. shipments of ordinary livestock. 


SECTION 2, When on request of shipper a car is furnished for 
the movement of less than a full carload, the charges will be 
the same as on a carload shipment. 


Rule lS 
CARETAKERS! TRANSFORTATION 


SECTION 1, Attendants in charge of livestock moving under 
published Tariff freight rates will be required to purchase 
third class tickets from origin to destination, 


SECTION 2. None but adult caretakers are permitted to accompany 
livestock shipments who must ride on the same train on which the 
livestock is transported. 


SECTION 3. The caretaker must be the owner of the livestock he 
accompanies, or, if not the owner, his bona fide employee. 


Rule 6 


DISINFECTING RAILROAD CARS 


SECTION 1, “hen necessary to disinfect all or any part of a 
Failroad car by reason of livestock infected with a contagious 
disease, the owner of such infected livestock will be required 
to pay for the labor and materials used to disinfect the car at 
actual cost to the Railroad, 
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Rule 47 
LIABILITY FOR LOSS OF LIVESTOCK BY INJURY AND DEATH 


SECTION 1, Station agents will not permit animals to be loaded 
which are ill, injured, deformed or physically unfit to be 
shipped, 


SECTION 2. The Railroad does not guarantee the mortality of 
ivestock, 


SECTION 3, Station agents must check the mumber of animals 
Toaded and unloaded from cars by the shipper or consignee and 
note on bills of lading, waybills or delivery receipts all 
exceptions in respect to quantity, condition and injuries to 
livestock caused during car loading or unloading operations 
while livestock is in custody and control of the owners,

COMMUTERS 


RULE 1 - CONMUTATION FARES 


Commutation tickets are sold only by railroad agents at 
points between which commuter service is available, as 
indicated on Page 12, apply only in connection with daily 
transportation of workers between station serving place 
of residence of worker and station serving place of 
employment. 


RULE 2 = COMMUTATION TICKETS 


Commutation tickets are non-transferrable from or by 
original purchaser, and are good only on trains operated 
for transportation workers, They must be in possession 

of passenger upon boarding train, Such tickets are issued 
in punch card form containing 62 one-way rides between the 
stations named on the ticket, vilid only during the calendar 
month for which issued, and will be forfeited if in any 
minner altered, They must be surrendered unconditionally 
when presented for the list trip or after the expirition of 
the period for which issued, 


RULE 3 - BaGGaGE PRIVILEGES 


No biggage is permitted to be carried or checked on 
commuter trains. 


RULE 4 - REFUNDS 


Fares paid in the absence of a ticket will not be re- 
funded, except that where passenger who his purchased 

1 monthly ticket neglects to have sume in his possession, 
Collector will collect regulir fare and issue cash 
receipts, nothing thereon passenger's employment number 
ind/or other identificition, Upon presentation of this 
receipt and proper identification of the holder thereof, 
the amount of cish fire collected will be refunded by the 
agent at origin or destination, The litter will cancel 
from the passenger's monthly ticket, one ride for each 
cash fare refunded, Not more than one round trip on each

PASSENGER SERVICES 


First, Second and Third Class passengers are those using 
passenger train service other than commuter service. 


ACCOMMODATIONS 


Tickets sold at fares designated First Class will be honored 
for transportation in all passenger coaches and cars when 
and where operated. 


Tickets sold at fares designated Second Class will be honored 
for transportation in Budd self-propelled air conditioned 
passenger coaches of 100 passenger seating capacity with 
baggage compartment, in similar coaches of 160 passenger 
seating capacity without baggage compartment and also in 
standard passenger coaches. 


Tickets sold at fares designated Third Class will be honored 
for transportation in standard passenger coaches only. 


TICKETS HONORED 


Tickets will be honored for transportation to or from points 
designated by the ticket. Each passenger is required to have 
a ticket before boarding train. 


ROUND TRIP TICKETS 


No reduction in fare is made for round trip. 


HALF FARES 


Children under five (5) years of age will be carried free only 
when accompanied by person paying full regular fare for class 
of service used, Children over five (5) years of age but less 
than twelve (12) years of age will be carried at oneehalf (1/2) 
regular fare only when accompanied by person paying full regu 
lar fare for class of service used,

TICKETS SOLD ONLY TO STATIONS AT WHICH TRAINS STOP 


Tickets will be sold only to stations at which agent has 

advice that train to be used will stop. Holder of ticket sold 
under this Tariff, if travelling on 4 train not scheduled to 
stop at his or her destination, must transfer to 2 train that is 
scheduled to stop at such destimtion, 


TICKETING OF INFIKM PASSENGERS 


No person who, because of mental, physical or other disability, 
is incapable of caring properly for himself or herself will be 
received as a passenger unless accompanied by a competent 
attendant, and no contract for transportation or ticket pur- 
chased by or for such a person in contravention of this rule 
shall be valid,

TICKET REFUNDS 


No refunds will be made for tickets lost or stolen unless 
such ticket has been found and presented by the original 
purchaser in support of claim. ‘lo refunds will be made for 
tickets cestroyed. 


Umsed special train or special car round trip tickets will 
be redeemed to the original purchaser at the difference be- 
tween the fare paid and the value of the transportation 
furnished only when the number of tickets exceeds the 
minimum, provided for in Tariff Rules 121 and l2J. 


VALIDITY LIMITATION OF COUPON TICKETS 
One way and round trip coupon tickets are invalid for trans 


portation after expiration of six (6) months from the date 
of purchase stamped on the back thereof, 


VALIDITY LIMITATION OF SPECIAL TRAIN AND SPECIAL CAR TICKETS 


Special one way and round trip tickets will be valid only on 
the date or dates for which sold,

CARLOAD FREIGHT RATES 


Carload rates are published as total charges per car. The 
general scale of carload charges between all points applies without 
regard to the commodity or the weight thereof, not to exceed’the 
weight carrying capacity of the car, when for the convenience of the 
owner of the goods, shipper or consignee, the car is used exclusively 
by him. Except as otherwise provided, the general scale will apply. 
“ates apply in either direction. 


To determine the carload charge between two points, refer 
first to lable A, Page 46 wherein the rate basis applicable between 
the points involved may be found. Then refer to Column (b.) Table 
B, Page 47 and apply the charge shown opposite the rate basis as 
found in Table A. 


Illustration: To find the charge on a carload of iron or 
steel pipe from Dammam Pier to Abqaiq, it will be noted from Table 
A that the rate basis between these points is No. 75. Column (b.), 
Table B shows the carload charge for rate basis No. 75 to be 
SR 513.00. Since this carload originated at the pier and was loaded 
by the railroad, it is necessary to add Dammam Port terminal charges 
to cover carloading, wharfage, car dunnage, staking, and/or car 
lashing, as the case may be, at rates published on pages 66 and 67. 
Note, again, that the charge for the movement of a carload is the 
same between the same points regardless of the commodity hauled.

LESS THAN CARLOAD FREIGHT RATES 


Less than carload rates are dependent upon the commodity 
hauled as well as the shipping points involved. +n the Classification 
section, commencing at Page 23 will be found an alphabetically arranged 
list of the commodities ordinarily handled. They are graded according to 
their so-called transportation characteristics or nature, such as bulk in 
relation to weight, value, susceptibility to damage, etc. The grading is 
Class 1, Class 2 or Class 3, the highest class being Class 1, and the 
specific rates for each respective classes for each of the rate basis will 
be found in Columns (c), (d) and (e), Table B. 


The rate is found in, substantially, the same mnner as 
prescribed for carload charges, i.e., by reference, first to Table A, to 
ascertain the basis and then to Table B, to determine the specific rate. . 
When the rate basis has been ascertained, then the classification rating 
assigned in the “lassification to the commodity involved is applied, that 
is, to the specific rate in Column (c), (d), or (e), Table B, as the case 
may be. 


Illustration: Assume that 2h packages of twine are offered 
for shipment from Dhahran, consigned to Al Kharj. They weigh 1,000 Kg. 
It will be found from reference to Table A that the rate basis between 
Dhahran and Al Kharj is No. 280. By reference to the Classification, it 
will be found that twine is Class 2, and Column (d), Table B will show 
that the second class less than carload rate for rate basis No. 280 is 
SR 17.38 per 100 Kg. weight. The billed weight, 1,000 Kg. at SR 17.38 
per 100 Kg. amounts to SR 173,80. 


Since it is the function of the railroad to load less than 
carload freight as part of the service furnished for the less than carload 
rate paid, and, since the shipment did not pass over the pier, there is 
no loading nor wharfage charge involved. If a less than carload shipment 
passes over the pier, a wharfage charge is assessed, but no loading nor 
unloading charge is added, The wharfage charge appears on Page 67 of this 
tariff.

LESS THAN CARLOAD FREIGHT RATES 


The person who pays the charges is entitled to the cheaper 
aggregate charge, as between the carload basis and the less than carload 
basis. Illustration: Suppose there were a lot of 12,000 Kg. of third 
class freight offered for shipment from Dhahran to Riyadh. Computed on 
a less than carload basis this would amount to 12,000 Kg. at SR 13.58 
per 100 Kg. or SR 1629.60. Considered, constructively, as’ a carload, 
it is found that the carload charge from Dhahran to Riyadh is only 
SR 1477.60, so that the carload charge, in and of itself, is cheaper. 
Therefore, the carload charge would be assessed. If, on the other hand, 
the actual weight was less than 10,000 Kg., it would be cheaper to treat 
the shipment as less than carload. 


A good, general rule is to consider all factors as though, 
on the one hand, the shipment were less than carlead, and, en the other 
hand, as though the shipment were a carload, with loading charges added, 
then compare, and the lower aggregate charge will prevail.

Two Range Boards are located on the trestle, one.on each side, Latitude 
26°30'05" North, Longitude 50912106" Bast, marking the line of demarcation (30 
ft, contour) between navigable and shoal water. These range boards are white 
with a black vertical cross in center, At night, when an oceanegoing vessel 
is moving in turning basin, there will be two lights on each range board in 

a horizontal line, 6 feet apart, Those on the East side of trestle will be 
white and green, and those on the “est side will be white and red, 


A flashing electric beacon is located on the top of the tower on Dammam Main

DESCRIPTION OF DA’ali DOCKS AND TERMINAL 


The terminal is connected with the mainland by means of ),36 miles of rail- 
road causeway and 1,8 miles of railroid trestle. The Main Wharf itself, 
located at the outer end of the trestle, is 7h feet long and 86 feet wide, 
The heading of the Main “harf is 346° true, There are berths at the wharf 
for two large ocean-zoing vessels one on each side. There are 36 feet of 
water in each of these berths at low tide, 


There is a steel house fall tower on the center line of the Main \harf 32 
feet long 75 feet high, and 19'0" wide. This house fall tower is provided
